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THE TAX ON “UNEARNED” 
INCOME. 

Clinton, Ia., Jan. 17.—I have read with 
interest the articles appearing in the 
columns of Tum Tristneg relative to the 
proposed reduction in the income tax 
schedules. I note the conteniplated ieg- 
islation is te follow usual trend of late 
years, in that it {is apparently to be along 
Class linea. It seems to be the intention 
to make a distinction or discrimination 
as to the source of income, whether it 
be “earned or unearned.” 

It is proposed to make a flat cit of 2% 
per cent on all earned income, classified 
a& salaries, wages, professional services, 
etc. Personally I can see no reasonabie 
excuse for the discrimination, as the 
classes thus favored have most certainly 
received ample recognition both during 
and following thé war in greatly in- 
creased emoluments, On the other hand, 
there is a very large and valuable class 
of our taxpayers who have not been so 
recognized. I refer to the large number 
of elderly men and women who have 
spent their éarning years in saving, econ- 
omizing, and practicing thrift “ until 
it hurt” trying to secure a competence 
for their declining years and thus in- 


called “county infirmaries.” 

Their income, consisting largely of 
returns on savings, is fixed or stationr 
ary, no chance of {ncrease, ‘more likely 
will suffer reduction. Their dollar has 
been cut in two so far as purchasing 
power is concerned. It occurs to me 
that no distinction or discrimination 
should be made in income from whatever 
source received, up to, say $106,000.
